Blessings of Adoption

"Our children have given 
for more to us than we have 
piven 1o them," states Mrs. 
Joseph Blaikie of ,r>r>23 Mali­ 
son St., Torrance, whose ca­ 
pacity for providing a loving 
home was key factor in her 
qualifying to adopt her two- 
and-a-half year old daughter, 
Marsha, two years ago 
through the Children's Home 
Society.

.Toys of adoptive parent­ 
hood have been twofold for 
Mrs. Rlakey, who adopted 
her son. Spencer, now an 
energestic red-headed six- 
yearold, while residing in 
Alaska.

Wed in 1045. the Blaikies 
first hegan to think of adop­ 
tion after efforts at natural 
parenthood for almost ten 
years proved fruitless. At 
the time they were residing 
in Anchorage where Mr. 
Blaikie was employed at a 
radio mechanic.

Life in Alaska was primi­ 
tive, hut rewarding. Neigh­ 
bors helped one another cut 
down trees to clear space to 
homestead, and building a 
home was a long-range do­ 
it yourself pay-as-you-go 
project. People took one an­ 
other at face value.

In such a society, a wom­ 
an felt, her role was to make 
a home for her husband and 
children. Although Mrs. Bla­ 
ikie had carved out a suc­ 
cessful career as an accoun­ 
tant for herself, she knew it 
wasn't what she really want­ 
ed out of life.

Adoption was a difficult 
task in Alaska. There were 
no agencies to turn to and 
private adoptions were ris­ 
ky and scarce. The next 
best bet seemed to be writ­ 
ing to agencies in Canada 
and Seattle. The Blaikies 
tried that and found there 
were two alternatives   
putting their name on long 
lists which would involve 
years of waiting or taking 
in an Tndihn child.

Tlv-' '!"-ided to try an­

other approach. A native of 
Washington. Mrs. Blaikie 
had an aunt in Seattle who 
had a friend who had suc­ 
cessfully arranged for pri­ 
vate adoption. Under the 
circumstances this seemed 
to be the most practical so­ 
lution. Through personal 
contacts arrangements were 
made, and one day in 10r>6 
Mrs. Blaikie flew down to 
pick up her eight-day old 
son.

When Spencer was three 
years old the Blaikies re­ 
turned to the states due to 
a job transfer. After rent­ 
ing a house p in Inglewood 
three months, they bought 
their prey-ent home in Tor- 
ranee and immediately put 
In an application with Chil­ 
dren's home Society to 
adopt a second child.

Within the month the Bla- 
keys received an Invitation 
from the agency to come 
down for a group interview 
with other prospective adop­ 
tive parents. At the inter­ 
view they learned that the 
agency's prime concern wras 
the welfare of its babies. 
Income or homeownership 
were not important, factors. 
Neither was age. Nor did it 
matter if ( 'a couple already 
had children of their own, 
either by birth or by adop­ 
tion. They learned that for 
loving , would-be parents, 
adoption in California is both 
easy and speedy. Most adop­ 
tions, thev were told, took 
place within six months of 
the initial interview.

Following the group in­ 
terview applicants were 
screened privately. After 
filling out the formal appli­ 
cation and taking the re 
quired physical examination, 
the Blaikies were assigned 
a private caseworker who 
visited them five times dur­ 
ing the months that follow­ 
ed. There were interviews 
with the family ns= a unit, 
and interviews with the hu".

band and wife individually. 
Purpose of the interviews is 
to gain insight into the fam­ 
ily's attitude on life. This 
was the basis on which the 
agency judged whether or 
not a family qualified to 
adopt a child.

Less than a vc.ii niter the 
initial interview the Blaikies 
were informed that blue- 
eyed blond-haired Marsha. 
who was seven weeks old 
at the time, would be theirs.

Although their experi­ 
ences in their first adoption 
were successful, Mrs. Blai­ 
kie recommends that pros­ 
pective adoptive parents 
make their arrangements 
through an agency. She feels 
that in addition to being 
less expensive, it is easier 
and there is less worry in­ 
volved. She considers the 
anonymity provided by 
agency adoption a major ad­ 
vantage.

Evidence of her faith in 
Children's Home Society is 
her active participation in 
Sir Beaumain Auxiliary, one 
of the society's many volun­ 
teer auxiliaries dedicated to 
raising funds and spreading 
knowledge of the work of 
the agency. Backed by com­ 
munity chest, the society 
handles gases in this area at 
its Long Beach branch of­ 
fice, located at 125 E. 14th 
St.. according to Mrs. Blai­ 
kie.

As fond of sewing as she 
Is of cooking or reading, 
Mrs. Blaikie plans to em­
